From almoft every fpot”in Kinderhook, 
the Blue Mountains may be feen; and eve- 
ry beholder muft be delighted with them. 
Sometimes the whole range appears tinged 
with the colour ofa delightful blue. Their 
appearance is variegated and irregular. In 
winter the refleé&tion of the fun, reverberating 
from the fnow which covers them, has a 
grand effe&t. Sometimes their tops are veil- 
ed inacloud. The people prognofticate a 
change of weather from the mifts or fogs 
which appear on the tops and fides of thefe 
mountains. In fummer, wf they are envel- 
oped with fogs or vapours, fothat their fum- 
mits are not vifible, it is a fure indication of 
fudden rain; and, in winter the fame appear- 
ance indicates {now. It every part of the 


mountains is feen diftinétly a fudden fail of 


rain or {now never takes place. 

The walks of Kinderhook are extremely 
rural and pleafant. The one moft celebrat- 
ed, and moft frequented, is on the right fide 
of the Albany road, nearly oppofite Mrs. 
Wynkoop’s, and winds through a wood, 
named the Lover’s Grove. 
received from a young lady of the place, who 
difcovered it by chance in an evening excur- 
ficii, and made mention of its beauties. She 
has certainly been happy in the name, as no 
place can tend more to infpire the heart with 
delightful fenfations : none can more pleafe 
the mind of him, or her, who love to feaii

{cenes. 

The entrance to it is from the road through 
agate. A handfome path winds round the 
bottom of an almoft perpendicular rifing 
ground covered with tall pines and oaks. 
The walk is fhaded with trees, forming a 
cool, fequeftered and folemn fcene. In fome 
places it refembles a fubterraneous region, 
while the noife of waters pure as chryftal, 
and flowing from feveral fprings at the bot-

During a pleafing moon-fhine it is fo de- 
lightful, fo gloomy, and fo engaging to the 
fancy, that I cannot find language capable ot 
giving any juft idea of its beauties.

EXAMINATION 
OF THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


NUMBER I. 
NSTEAD of delivering a Speech to the 


Houfe of Congrefs, at the opening of the 
prefent fefhon, the Prefident has thought fit 
totran{mita Meffag ‘e. Whetherthis has pro- 
ceeded from ate or from humility, from 
a temperate love of reform, or froma wild 
fpirit of innovation, is {ubmitted to the con- 
jeétures of the curious. A fingle obferva- 
tion fhall be indulged—fince all agree, that 
he is unlike his predeceffors in effential 
points, it is a mark of confiftency to differ 
trom them in matters of form. 

Whoever confiders the temper of the day 
muft be fatisfied that this meffage is like- 
ly to add much to the popularity of our 
chief magiftrate. It ntorms as far as 
would be tolerated at this early {lage of our 
progrefs in political perfeflion, to the be- 
witching tenets of that illuminated do€trine, 


which promifes mani, ere long, emancipation 


from the burdens and reftraints of govern- 
ment; giving a foretafte of that pure feli- 
city which the apoltles of this doétrine have 
predifted. After having, with infinite pains 
and afliduity, formed the public tafte for this 
{pecies of fare, it is certainly right for thofe 
white the people have chofen for their cat- 
erers, to be attentive to the gratification of 
that tafte. And fhould the viands, which 
they may offer, prove baneful poifons inftead 
of wholefome aliments, the juttification is 
both plain and ealy—Good patriots muft, at 
all events, pleafe the people. But thofe 
whofe patriotifm is of the OLD scHOOL, who

differ fo widely from the difciples of the new 
creed, that they would rather rifk incurring 
the difpleafure of the people, by {peaking un- 
palitable truths, than betray their intereft by 
toftering their prejudices ; will never be de- 
terred by an impure tide of popular opinion, 
from honeftly pointing out the miftakes or 
the faults of weak or wicked men, who may 
have been felefted as guardians of the public 
weal. 

The Meflage of the Prefident, by whatev- 
er motives it may have been dittated,is a per- 
formance which ought to alarm all who are 
anxious for the fatety of our Government, for 
the refpettability and welfare of our nation. 
It makes, or aims at making, a molt prodigal 
facrifice of conftitutional energy, of found 
principle, and of public intereit, to the pop- 
ularity of one man. 

The firft thing in it which excites our fur- 
rife, is the very extraordinary pofition, that 
though Tripoli had declared war in form ges 
gainft the United States, and had entorced® 
by actual hoftility, yet that there was not pow- 
er, for want of the fandlion of Congre/s, to 
capture and detain her cruifers with their 

crews. 

When the newfpapers informed us, that 
one of thefe cruifers, after being fubdued in 
a bloody confliét, had been liberated and per- 
mitted quietly to return home, the imagina- 
tion was perplexed to divine the reafon.— 
The conjeéture naturally was, that purfuing 
a policy, too refined perhaps tor barbarians, 
it was intended by that meafure to give the 
enemy a ftrong impreffion of our magnanimi- 
ty and humanity. No one dreampt of a fcru- 
ple as to the right to feize and detain the 
armed veffel of an open and avowed foe, van- 
quifhed in battle. The enigma is now folv- 
ed, and we are prefented with one of the moft 
fingular paradoxes ever advanced by a man 
claiming the charatter of a ftatefman. When 
analyzed, it amounts to nothing lefs than this, 





that de¢ween two nations there may exift a 
{tate of complete war on the one fide—of , 
peace on the other. 
War, of itfelf, gives to the parties a mutual | 
right to killin battle, and to capture the per- | 
fons and property of each other. This 1s a 
rule of natural law ; a neceflary and inevita- | 
ble confequence of the ftate of war. This | 
{tate between two nations is completely pro. | 
duced by theaét of one—it requires no con. | 
current aét ofthe other. It is impollible to | 
conceive the idea, that one nation can be in | 
full war with another, and this other not in| 
the fame ftate with refpeét to its adverfary, | 
The moment therefore that two nations are, 
in an abfolute fenfe, at war, the public force | 
of each may exercife every aét of hoftility, | 
which the general laws of war authorife, a- 
gainlt the perfons and property of the other. 
As it refpe&s this conclufion, the diftine- 
tion between offenfive and detenfive war, 
makes no difference. That diflinétion is on-

ly material to difcriminate the aggrefling na- 
tion trom that which defends itfelt againft at- 
tack. ‘The war is offenfive on the part of the 
{tate which makes it ; on the oppolite fide it 
is defenfive : but the rights of both, as to the 
meafure of hoftility, are equal. 


It will be readily allowed that the Confti- 
tution of a particular country may limit the 
Organ charged with the direttion of the pub- 
lic force, in the ufe or application of that 
force, even in time of actual war : but noth- 
ing {hort of the ftrongeft_ negative words, ot 
the moft exprefs prohibitions, can be admit- 
ted to reftrain that Organ from fo employing 
it, as to derive the fruits of aétual victory, by 
making prifoners of the perfons and detaining 
the property of a vanquifhed enemy. Our 
Conftitution happily, 1s not chargeable with 
fo great an abfurdity. The framers of it 
would have blufhed ata provifion, fo repug- 
nant to good fenfe, fo inconfiftent with na- 
tional fatety and inconvenience : That inftru- 
ment has only provided affirmatively, that, 
‘¢ The Congrefs fhall have power to declare 
War ;” the plain'meaning of which is that 
is the peculiar and exclulive province ot! 
Congrefs, when the nation is at peace, to 
change that flate into a ftate of war ; whether 
from calculations of policy or from provoca- 
tions or injuries received : in other words, it 
belongs to Congrefs only, to go to War.— 
But when a foreign nation declares, or open- 
ly and avowedly makes war upon the United 
States, they are then by the very fact, already 
at war,and any declaration on the part of 
Congrefs is nugatory ; it isas leaft unnecefl- 
ary. This inference is clear in principle, and 
has the fanétion of eftablifhed prattice. It is 
clear in principle, becaufe it is felt-evident, 
that a declaration by one nation againft anoth- 
er, produces at once a complete ftate of war 
between both ; and that no declaration on the 
other fide can at all vary their relative fitua- 
tion ; and in practice it is well known, that 
nothing 1s more common, than when war is 
declared by one party, to profecute mutual 
hoftiities, without a declaration by the other. 

The doétrine of the Meffage includes the 
ftrange abfurdity, that, wuhout a declaration 
of war by Congrefs, our public dorce may 
deftroy the life, but may not reflrain thé lib- 
erty, or feize the property of an enemy.— 


This was exemplified in the very inftance of 


the Tripolitan corfair. A number of her 
créw were flaughtered in the combat, and af- 
ter the was fubdued fhe was fet free with the 
remainder. Butitmay perhaps be faid, that 
fhe was the affailant, and that refiflance was 
anact of mere defence, and felt-prefervation. 
Let us then purfue the matter a flep further. 
Our fhips had blockaded the Tripolitan Ad- 
miral in the bay of Gibraltar ; fuppofe, he 
had attempted to make his way out, without 
firft firing upon them : if permitted to do it, 
the"blockade was a farce ; if hindered by 
force, this would have amounted to more than 
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_fent by the Prefident to fight thofe ofthe en-
